Soil humus, often referred to as 
soil organic matter, is universal 
recognized by agricultural scien 
as the most important of ail soi! 

It is the lifeblood of 
the soil or, as the English farmer 
would say, "The heart of whe land.”

Record crop was 566,000,000 bushels in 1928. 


Private company reports in Decem- 
ber indicated that 32 per cent. of this 
year's crops still were lying under 
snow across the prairies, including 
about 175,000,000 bushels of wheat. 

Not only did the frost and snow 
cut the yield but the quality of the 
grain also was lowered, much of it 
too tough ot damp. The board of 
grain commissioners reported that 
less than one per cent. of the year’s 
crop would grade No. 1 Northern due 
to the weather, compared with a 10- 
yemr average of 28 per cent. 

Only seven per cent. of the crop 
was estimated to grade No, 2 North- 
ern compared with 46 per cent. over 
the 10-year period. 

Despite these factors, the bureau 
of statistics reported the gross value 
of Canada’s principal field creps in 
the current crop year at more than 
$2,000,000,000, the highest in history. 

The estimate covered 20 different 
crops, including wheat, coarse grains 
(barley, oats and rye), root crops 
and sugar beets. All provinces ex- 
cept Quebec showed gains over 1950. 

As western farmers began to har- 
vest their expected bumper crop, 
much of last year's low-grade crop 
was still on hand in terminals, coun- 
try elevators and on farms. The 
carryover was 186,400,000 bushels. 

The Canadian wheat board told 
farmers they would have more grain 
than could be delivered during the 
fall, and low delivery quotas were 
established to allot available space 
on an acreage basis, The govern- 
ment appointed Roy Milner of Win- 
nipeg as transport controller to en- 
sure fast movement of grain. 
About 100,000,000 bushels of grain 
was scheduled for movement from 
the east coast—30,000,000 more than

Wheat board officials reported a 
brisk demand for milling grades of 
Canadian wheat and these shipments 
were expedited. 

During the year, farmers receivea 
final payment for wheat sold to Great 
Britain under the five-year pool end- 
ing in 1950. Including a $65,000,000 
vote by the federal government, the 
final price was $1.83 a bushel for No. 
I Northern, 

Final payments for last year's crop 
brought the price for No, 1 Northern 
to $1.85 a bushel. Western farm 
leaders said it was more than farm- 
ers expected, 

For the second year, farmers were 
obliged to sell virtually all their oats 
and barley as well as wheat through 
the Canadian wheat board. Following 
petition against this method of sell- 
ing oats and b&rley, the Manitoba 
government held a referendum on 
Nov. 24, Farmers voted overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of retaining the sys- 
tem, 

Trading continued in oats, barley, 
flax and rye on the Winnipeg grain 
exchange with both private and gov- 
ernment dealings,

MASTITIS IN 
DAIRY CATTLE 


The control of disease is a major 
problem confronting overy owner of 
livestock. The most common and 
costly disea:e of dairy cattle is mas- 
titis or garget. Loss is due to de- 
creased milk production, poor qual- 
ity milk, and loss of animals either 
through death or having to sell’ in- 
fected animals for slaughter. The 
cost of treating infected cows is also 
high, 

Mastitis is an inflamation of the 
udder, It is usually caused by a germ 
infection whic': enters the udder 
through tie teat opening. Depending 
upon the type of germs which invade 
the udder, the acute or chronic type 
of disease occurs. 

Acute mastitis is readily recog- 
nizgd because the udder becomes hot, 
swollen, and’ often caked the milk 
is clotted and bloody and the animal 
is noticably sick. About ten per cent 
of mastitis cases are of this form, 

CGironic mastitis is more difficult 
to detect and causes about ninety 
per cent of the mastitis. In this form 
the milk is usually abnormal but 
many cases are not detected and go 
untreated unless a laboratory method 
of diagnosis is used. In this type of 
infecton there 4s little evidence of dis- 
ease, but these animals are a source 

‘tof infection. Unless these infected 
quarters are treated they become non 
functional as the milk secreting tissue 
of the udder is destroyed. Chronic 
mastitis may be detected by using 
the strip cup, indicator blotters, and 
by laboratory examination of the 

milk. 

Anything which cause injury to the 
teats or udder makes it easier for 
the infection to invade the healthy 
tissue, The most common causes 
Damage to teats or udders from 
wire cuts, higti door sills, stones, 
stumps, etc; improper milking ma- 
chines; allowing cows to lie upon 
cold cement floors, ground, or stand 
in draughts; narrow stalls which al- 
low cows to tramp on each others 
teats; poor sanitation. 

Infected cows should be treated as 
soon as they have been discoverd. The 
proper treatment for mastitic cows is 
best determined by consulting a 
veterinarian, The new drug known 
as aureomycin has given good results 
in thie dairy herd at the Experimental 
Station, Lethbridge, 

The important thing to remember 
is that prevention is better than cure. 


To eliminate and maintain a mastitis 
free herd the following practices ard 


are: 


recommended: Prevent , injuries to 
udder; use correct milking methods; 
wash cloths and teat cups should be 
dipped in an antiseptic solution be- 
tween cows as mastitis can be trans- 
ferred from one to another; milk in- 
fected cows last; do not buy infected 
cows; do not feed infected milk to 
beifer calves; if they are allowed to 
suckle one another as their udderd. 
may beceme infected. ‘
